CINCINNATI (UPI) — The funeral 
train carrying the body of Dwight D. 
Eisenhower to its final resting place 
in Kansas arrived at the Union Term­ 
inal today, near the halfway mark of its 
long, slow trip from Washington to the 
nation’s midland. 
About 2,000 persons stood in a light 
rain along a fence bordering the track 
when the Kk-car train pulled into the 
lower level of the massive, stone-grey 
railroad station. 
The public was not permitted in the 
lower level when the train arrived. 
Edgar Eisenhower, older brother of 
the beloved World War II hero and two- 
term President, left the train and walk­ 
ed up to the main waiting room to 
thank the waiting crowd for coming 
to pay their last respects. 
“ We are especially grateful to the 
many school children who have turned 
out across the country to pay their 
respects,” Edgar said. “ This has been 
a tremendous strain on Mrs. Eisen­ 
hower the general’s widow but she 
seems to be bearing up w el\” 
All along the route of the funeral 
train, through the historic Civil War 
battlefields in Virginia and the coal 
fields and hilly farm country of West 


Virginia, the people of the small towns 
of America turned out to say a last 
tearful goodbye to “ Ike.” 
The train carried the body of Eisen­ 
hower, who died Friday, to Abilene, 
Kan., his boyhood home, for burial 
Wednesday, 


Among the crowd straining against 
the fence at the Cincinnati terminal 
for a look at the funeral train were 
Navy Lt. Lawrence King of Oxford, 
Ohio, and his wife. 
“ We wouldn’t have missed this train 
for anything in the world,” said King, 
an Annapolis graduate scheduled to 
leave next week for duty in the Medi­ 
terranean, 


“ Eisenhower was the greatest Amer­ 
ican we produced in the last century,” 
King said. 
Marcie Carpenter and Leslie Rentz, 
both 20 and both sophomores at the 
University of Kentucky, Lexington, Ky., 
srid they cut classes and drove in an 
automobile to Cincinnati to “ catch a 
glimpse of the train.” 
“ We just had to see this train,” 
said Marcie, her hair soaked by the 
rain and hanging loosely. 


The train arrived on time in Cin­ 
cinnati after making up three hours lost 
overnight when it slowed for crowds 
in the small towns along the way. It 
made up the time between Huntington, 
W. Va. and Cincinnati, 


At Huntington and Charleston, W.Va., 
crowds of more than 1,000 turned out to 
catch a glimpse of the passing train. 
At a 10-minute stop in Huntington 
to change train crews, one of the mili­ 
tary offic als aboard thanked the crowd 
for waiting in the cold, misty darkness. 


“ I know the general would have shed 
a tear if he had been here today,” 
said Col. Clement Riley. 
The train was dark with all shades 
drawn as it pulled out of Huntington 
and headed for the nearby Kentucky bor­ 
der almost three hours behind schedule 
around 6 a.m. EST.

have fought the good fight 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The w'ords of 
St. Paul were read over Dwight D. Eis­ 
enhower’s casket: 
“ The time of my departure has come. 
I have fought the good fight, I have fin­ 
ished the race, I have kept the faith/' 
Mamie Eisenhower, drained of emo­ 
tion, had sat through the funeral serv­ 
ice with stoic composure until the Rev. 
Edward R, I . Elson, her Presbvterian 
pastor, 
read the passage from St. 
Paul’s 
second 
letter 
to 
Timothy. 
It must have sounded to her - as it 
did to others in Washington National 
Cathedral — like something Ike might 
have said. 
She cried a little, quietly. Her son, 
John, gently patted her hand. 
It was a simple, dignified funeral, 
long on Christian hope, short on pomp 
and ceremony. It was exactly the kind 
of funeral Ike wanted — which was not 
surprising, since he helped plan it 
months before his death. 
It gave one an eerie feeling to know 
he had specifically 
requested 
J. 
Faure’s 
famous 
hymn, The Palms. 
Did he have som<> kind of premonition 
that he would die two.days before Palm 
Sunday —the one season of the Christ­ 
ian year when the hymn is appropriate*’ 


The Palms is not a funeral dirge. It 
is a lilting, 
jovous hymn of trust in 
the love of God manifested in Jesus 
Christ. While it was sung by the cathe­ 
dral’s 
famous 
choir, Eisenhower’s 
flag-draped 
casket 
was brought to 
the place of honor in the crossing. 
It was 4:52 p.m. EST when the dean 
of the Episcopal Cathedral, the Very 
Rev. Francis P. Sayre, 
spoke the 
opening words of the service, taken 
from Christ’s last supper promise to 
his Disciples: 
“ I am the Resurrection and the I if* 
. . . he that beheveth in me, though he 
were dead, yet shall he live.’’ 
The 2,000 invited guests had started 
arriving 
in the high vaulted GothR 
church more than an hour earlier. One 
of the first to take his place, in a front 
row seat, was President Charles de 
Gaulle of France. Near him sat Kin ; 
Bauduoin of Belgium and the Shah of 
Iran. There were manv other foreign 
chiefs of state, so many that former 
President 
Lyndon 
B, Johnson found 
himself protocolled all the way back to 
the sixth row. 
Eisenhower had stipulated that there 
be no eulogy, and in the strict sense, 
there wasn’t. But D. I Ison managed 


to turn his pastoral prayer into a ve­ 
hicle for saying the same kind of things 
he might have said in a eulogy. 
President Nixon, who spoke a eulogy 
over his late chief in the Capitol ro­ 
tunda Sunday afternoon, sat just across 
the aisle from Mrs. Eisenhower, in the 
front row of folding wooden chairs. He 
was accompanied by his wife Pat and 
their daughter Tricia. 


At 5:19 p.m., the Rt. Rev. Milliam 
F. 
Creighton, 
Episcopal 
bishop of 
Washington, 
pronounced the benedic­ 
tion: 


Into God’s gracious mercy and 
protection we commit Dwight David, 
rhe Lord bless him and keep him. The 
1 ord make His face to shine upon him 
and be gracious unto him. The Lord lift 
up His countenance upon him and give 
him peace, both now and evermore.’’ 


The cathedral’s great organ swell­ 
ed out with the triumphant notes of “On- 
ward Christian Soldiers.” The mili­ 
tary pallbearers 
gently 
lifted 
the 
casket from the bier and lock-stepped 
it out to the waiting hearse.

Red China holds America's war dead in 
national meet: Viet passes Korea mark 
supports Mao 


HONG KONG (UPI) - Hie Chinese 
Communist party convened its 9th Na­ 
tional Congress today to complete the 
cultural revolution by ousting President 
Liu Shao - chi and cementing Mao Tse- 
tung’s grip on a nation embroiled for 
three years in near civil war. 


It was a Mao show all the way. He de­ 
layed the congress until he considered he 
had won the titanic battle for power and 
Peking radio announced the congress met 
for the first time today in 10 years al­ 
though the constitution says it must meet 
every five. 


One of the first acts of the 1,572 
delegates today was the unanimous re- 
election of the 75-year-old 
Mao as 
chairman of the central committee and 
the party. As expected, Defense Minister 
Lin Piao was elected vice chairman, thus 
affirming his role as Mao s chosen suc­ 
cessor. 


Premier Chou En-lai, 
also a vice 
chairman of the party until August, 1966, 
was elected 
as secretary general. 
The cultural revolution as proclaimed 
by Mao was the greatest struggle within 
a Communist party since the early days 
of the Bolshevik 
revolution*

probably groundless 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The U.S. geo- 
logical 
survey 
has 
issued 
another 
warning trying to convince Californians 
that fears of an imminent massive earth­ 
quake probably are groundless. 
A statement 
released here Monday 
said that L. C. Pakiser of the survey’s 
Menlo Park, Calif., earthquake center 
has received thousands of inquiries in 
recent weeks about the rumors of a quake 
in April so big that much of California 
might slide into the Pacific Ocean. 
“ There is no scientific basis for ex­ 
pecting a major earthquake in April,” 
Pakiser said again. He said he has said 
this repeatedly, but the inquiries keep 
coming in increasing numbers. 
“ But the trouble is,” Pakiser added, 
“ if somebody asks point blank: ‘Will 
we have an earthquake in April?’ we 
have to say we don’t know. There pro- 
bably will be many minor tremors, most 
of them too small to be felt. 
“ TTie plain fact is that a major earth­ 
quake probably will occur in one of the 
earthquake prone areas of California, 
but whether it will be this month or next 
or not until 10 or 20 years is something 
we simply cannot predict,” he said.

Defense budget cuts 
to curtail Viet raids 


Explosions rip Mexican 
mines; 150 feared dead

NUEVA ROSITA, Mexico (UPI) - Gas 
explosions ripped deep inside two rural 
coal mines Monday night, trapping more 
than 150 men underground. All were 
feared dead today in Mexico’s worst 
mine disaster. 
“ They are trapped but we don't think 
there is a chance for them,” said Rae 
fael Contreras, an official spokesman 
for the mines operated by the goverrv- 
ment - financed Altos Hornos steel 
company. 
At least 1JJJ0 workers — men, wom­ 
en and children — scratched with their 
bare hands and shovels to try to res­ 
cue the trapped miners, who toiled for 
$24 a month. 
Mine officials were not sure how many 
miners were working inside Ihe mines - 
some as deep as 3,600 feet - when the 
gas blasts 
collapsed them. Contreras 
said 
150 men were trapped. Rodolfo 
Rodriguez, a Coahuila State govern­ 
ment official, said the figure was 157. 
“ They were all buried. There’s noth- 


•* 


ing we can do now but try to uncover 
their bodies,” said Gerardo Martinez, 
a miner who had dozensof friends anions 
the trapped men who toiled inside the 
mines about 70 miles southwest of Eagle 
Pass, Tex. 
Contreras said 1,000 rescue workers 
- Red Cross workers, soldiers, Mexi­ 
can peasants and other miners — tried 
desperately to save some of the trapped 
men. 
The mine offi< ials said the main en­ 
trances to the mines were covered with 
smoking debris. 
“ But they found an opening into one 
of the mines,” Contreras said. "It’s 
not the main entrance and we’re trying 
to use it to get below,” 
It was Mexico’s worst mine disaster 
and was believed the 
worst su* h tra­ 
gedy in North America 
since May 19 
1928, when 195 men perished in a gas 
explosion in a mine at Moweaqua, III. 
The worst previous mine disaster in 
Mexico occurred in 1939, when 67 men 
were killed at Palau in Coahuila State. 
Money Order " bandits 
leave telltale clues

Law enforcement officials today be­ 
gan the painstaking job of piecing to­ 
gether the facts they firmly believe will 
lead to the burglars who cracked the 
Buellton Post Office safe Sunday. 
An estimated $1,000 in cash and stamps, 
and 800 blank postal money orders 
were discovered missing from the Post 
Office safe Sunday morning by a con­ 
tract mail carrier. A money order val­ 
idating machine and limit stamps were 
also stolen. 
Investigating 
Sheriff’s 
Sgt. Robert 
Urban told the Record the machine and 
the limit stamps would enable the bur­ 
glars to convert each of the money or­ 
ders to as much as $100 each. 
The burglary was a near duplicate of 
one that occurred on Jan. 23, according 
to Urban. In each case the safe was 
“ peeled,” with tools tentatively iderw 
tified as the same. 
The burglars entered the Post Office 
in the same way, but in the latest 
incident they left by a different route. 
Urban believes the two burglaries 
were committed by the same criminals, 
but he also believes that they have be­ 
come more sophisticated. For example, 
the burglars stole a Urge quantity of 
money orders in the first burglary, but 
neglected to take the validating machine 
even though it was readily available. 
In the burglary Sunday, the burglars 


corrected tneir previous mistake. 
Sunday’s burglary also showed a more 
sophisticated procedure, according to 
Urban. The safe weighed *600 pounds 
and was plainly visible from a front 
window. To camoflauge their activity, 
the burglars pushed the heavy safe to 
the rear and put in its place a port­ 
able air conditioning unit that closely 
resembled the safe in size and color. 
Then the burglars proceeded to crack 
the safe and escape with the contents. 


Urban said the procedure used in 
both burglaries was similar to that 
used in a safe burglary in a Northern 
California city a few days after the 
Jan. 23 Buellton burglary. 
Physical evidence gained in the bur­ 
glaries is being processed by computer 
and Urban firmly believes the effort 
will lead to the ultimate arrest of 
suspects. 


Law enforcement agencies already 
know more about the suspects than they 
are telling. It is likely, for example 
that the latest Buellton job was comm­ 
itted by at least three men, according 
to Urban, and it may have taken four 
to do the job. 
All criminals leave telltale calling 
cards that law enforcement agencies 
map as carefully and as unerringly as 
they would trace the course of a river. 
And no matter how long the river, it 
moves Inexorably to the sea.

Dr. Owen Kearns, the county 
health officer, said the domestic 
water 
supply 
in 
the 
area 
contained about .15 miligrams 
of arsenic per liter of water. 
The allowable limit, Kearns 
said, is .05 miligrams. 
“ I personally don't think its 
much of a problem,” he said, 
“ but since it (arsenic) is a 
chemical which does build upin 
the body chemistry, we have to 
warn people about it.” 
Kearns 
said 
the 
arsenic 
appeared 
to be 
of natural 
origin, but said he has been 
informed that 
it “ isn’t too 
difficult to remove” from the 
water. 
Samples were taken at the 
beginning of March and were 
sent 
to 
the 
State 
Health 
Department’s regional labora­ 
tory in Los Angeles. 
Kearns said there had been no 
reports of illness due to arsenic 
poisoning in the area, but that 
residents should cease drinking 
the water immediately and buy 
bottled water. 
The samples, he said, were 
taken 
from all three water 
supply systems in the area 
between Edwards Air Force 
Base and Boron, including the 
Edgemont Acres Water Co., the 
Little Red Barn Water System 
and the Big J trailer court 
water system.

han B. Sirhan’s murder trial 
will cost $1 million before it is 
finished, but it will be “ worth 
every penny,” says a county 
official. 
The estimate came Monday 
from County Supervisor Ken­ 
neth Hahn, who as chairman of 
the Los Angeles County courts 
is keeping tabs on expenses and 
will receive a complete account­ 
ing of the trial at its conclusion. 
Sirhan’s trial for the murder 
of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy 
resumed 
today 
following a 
three-day recess with rebuttal 
testimony from a prosecution 
psychiatrist, Dr. Seymour Pol­ 
lack. The case will probably go 
to the jury next week. 
Hahn said the trial to date 
has cost the county $858,595 and 
the figure could top the $1 
million mark when a complete 
accounting is made. 
“ Although it is unfortunate 
the 
people of Los Angeles 
County have to pay for the 
expenses of the case, the trial is 
worth every penny,” Hahn said. 
“ If it reveals the truth of 
what happened that night last 
June, if it guarantees Sirhan 
Sirhan justice, then who can say 
the cost is not justified?” 
The q°^t of the,case was 
inflated by stringent security 
precautions to protect Sirhan 
from any possible avengers of 
Kennedy’s assassination. 
Sirhan lives in a special cell 
built for him in the Hall of 
Justice and armor plate was 
installed on the walls of the 
courtroom. 


Round-the-clock guards and 
overtime for sheriff’s deputies 
assigned to maintain security in 
court added to the cost. 
State authorities are antici­ 
pating the facilities needed to 
house 
Sirhan 
if 
the 
jury 
convicts him of first-degree 
murder and sentences him to 
life in prison. 
In Sacramento, Philip Guth­ 
rie, spokesman for the State 
Correctional Authority, said a 
three-cell suite is being readied 
on the third tier of cell blocks 
at 
the 
California 
medical 
facility at Vacaville. 
The suite will consist of a 
kitchen and dining area where 
Sirhan’s meals would be pre­ 
pared, a bedroom, and a living 
room where he could receive 
visitors and watch television. 
If Sirhan is given a life 
sentence, he would be sent to 
the Vacaville facility for “ inde­ 
finite confinement 
— many 
months or evenyears,” Guthrie 
said, a standard procedure for 
prisoners with mental problems 
“ We’ll need some reading of 
his frame of mind and we’ll 
also want to assess the reaction 
of other inmates,” Guthrie said. 
The California Adult Authori­ 
ty will ask the state legislature 
for special legislation so Sirhan 
could be held at Vacaville even 
if he is sentenced to death. 
State law requires such priso­ 
ners be sent to death row at 
San Quentin Prison where the 
gas chamber is. 
Guthrie said the request was 
made due to “ questionsbrought 
up 
about 
Sirhan’s 
mental 
condition” and his “ notoriety.”

surfaced again in death as 5,000 
persons jammed the railroad 
depot in Charlottesville, Va., 
most of them standing silently, 
some singing “ The Battle Hymn 
of the Republic.” The train 
slowed to a crawl as it passed 
through populated areas and 
was running at least two hours 
behind schedule. 
In 
White Sulphur Springs, 
W.Va., about half the communi­

patiently in 10-degree weather 
as the train, expected at 11:30 
Monday night, finally came into 
view at 1:10 a.m. EST today. 


The 
train, 
with 
the 
car 
carrying 
Eisenhower’s 
body 
draped in black, left Washington 
at 6:50 p.m. EST Monday, about 
50 minutes behind schedule. It 
lost 
more 
time 
traveling 
through stations at eight miles 
an hour. 
The train was to arrive in 
Abilene 
about 
11 p.m. EST 
tonight. 
It was being moved by four 
different 
railroad lines. The 
Chesapeake & Ohio was carry­

Cincinnati, where the Baltimore 
& Ohio takes over for a run to 
St. Louis. In St. Louis the train 
was to be moved by the Norfolk 
& Western to Kansas City with 
the Union Pacific taking the 
final run to Abilene. 


Eisenhower’s body was trans­ 
ported in a gunmetal gray, $80 
GI casket borne by baggage car 
No. 314. Black drapes were 
hung to create a 7-by-16 foot 
room. The American flag was 
placed at the head of the casket 
and the presidential standard at 
its side. 
Mrs. Mamie Eisenhower and 
other members of the family

Campus revolution: Reagan likely 
to deal with it with tough laws 


(Editors note: Campus dis­ 
orders are a major issue be­ 
fore the Legislature. With Re­ 
publicans in control for the first 
time in more than a decade, 
what is its attitude toward re­ 
bellious students and teachers? 
This second in a series on the 
first three months of the 1969 
session looks at that attitude.)

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan, 
“ sick 
and 
tired” of the campus revolt*, 
tion, wants tougher laws to 
crack down on dissident stu­ 
dents, It seem s likely he’ll get 
most of the tools he’s asked 
from the Legislature. 
The Republican Governor is 
getting a friendlier ear this 
year 
from 
the 
Legislature 
where the GOP, for the first 
time since 1956, has a working 
majority in both houses. 
The Senate, by overwhelming 
votes, already has passed seven 
m easures 
cracking down on 
campus unrest. Reagan depart­ 
ed from his usual pra< tice of 
not mentioning specific bills to 
endorse six that cleared the up­ 
per house—four by Sen. John 
L. 
Harm er, R-Glendale, and 
two by Sen. Donald L. Grunsky, 
R-Watsonville. 
H arm er’s m easures require 
expulsion of a student convicted 
of taking part in a disturbance 
and bar his readm ission for 
three years; require dism issal,# 
of a faculty member who par­ 
ticipates in disturbances and 
forbids rehiring him for three 
years; fix sentences of up to 
five years and $5,000 fines for 
using “ force, violence, threat, 
coercion and intimidation” to 
disrupt a campus; and author­ 
ize college presidents to de­ 
clare states of emergency and 
restrict access to campuses. 
Grunsky’s two bills make it 
a misdemeanor for a student to 
return to a campus after he has 
been ordered off and make it 
a felony to assault a campus 
policeman. 
And for good m easure, the 
upper house approved a bill by 
Sen. Jam es E. Whetmore, R-La 
Habra, providing jail term s up 
to 90 days for persons who in­ 


terfere with teaching. 
Significantly, the senate’s 20 
Republicans, (now there are 21) 
voted down the line in favor of 
the bills. 
It seem s unlikely assembly 
Republicans with a 40-39 edge 
would show less than nearly 
solid backing for the senate 
bills. 
But the lower house is taking 
a different approach to the ap­ 
proximately 75 m easures intro­ 
duced to curb campus unrest. 
It decided against a scattergun 
approach. 
Education committee chair­ 
man Victor Veysey, R-Brawley, 
named 
a 
subcommittee 
on 
“ campus environment” headed 
by Assemblyman John Stull, R- 
Leucadia. It gathered inform a­ 
tion on the disturbances. Vey­ 
sey then appointed a “ select” 
committee to review recom­ 
mendations of Stull’s group. 
And speaker Robert T. Mona#- 
gan picked another “ select” 
committee made up of both 
education and crim inal proce­ 
dure committee m em bers to 
advise in the drafting of meas­ 
ures. 
The result may be an omni­ 
bus bill or a package of sepae 
rate m easures. But it is ex­ 
pected to include-es did the 
senate series-th e major part of 
Reagan’s requests. 
The Governor has never de­ 


viated from the hard line he 
took in his 
state 
message 
against the rebellious students 
and teachers. 
He solidly backed the tough 
administration of acting presi­ 
dent 
S.l. 
Hayakawa 
at 
San 
Francisco State, where a long 
and violent student - teacher 
strike ended in what most ob­ 
servers regard as a defeat for 
the militant dissidents. 
When a sim ilar strike at the 
University of California Berke­ 
ley escalated into violence, the 
Governor declared a state of 
“ extrem e em ergency,” 
He sent highway patrolmen to 
beef up lo al police on the 
campus and alerted the Nation­ 
al Guard on a standby basis. 
Strikers finally called off their 
picket lines.

Ray may 
get new 
trial

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI)~Tt№ 
death of the trial judge in the 
James Earl Ray case could 
bring the convicted slayer of 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. a 
new trial under Tennessee law, 
an Appeals Court judge said 
today. 
The key apparently was the 
contents of a letter mailed by 
Ray 
to 
Judge 
W. 
Preston 
Battle, who collapsed in his 
chambers and died of a heart 
attack 
Monday. 
Battle, 
60, 
recently had returned from a 
vacation following the Ra\ trial 
three weeks ago. 
Ray pleaded guilty to the 
April 4, 1968, murder of King in 
Memphis and received a 99- 
year prison sentence during a 
jury trial required by Tennes­ 
see law in all criminal cases. 
Ray said his lawyer, Percy 
Foreman, advised him to plead 
guilty to avoid a possible death 
penalty. 
But after Ray began serving 
his sentence in the state prison 
at Nashville, he reportedly had 
second thoughts and considered 
seeking a new trial. He wrote 
Battle asking, sources said, for 
a 
new 
tria l. Battle’s 
office 
confirmed receipt of the letter, 
but did not divulge its contents. 
Judge Charles Galbraith of 
the state Court of Criminal 
Appeals said in Nashville that 
Tennessee law provides any 
motions for a new trial landing 
before a deceased judge must 
be granted. The law does not 
define a motion, or how it must 
be filed, he said. 
The state Supreme Court last 
week had dealt a blow to Ray’s 
hopes for a new trial, ruling in 
a case “ that fits Ray’s case like 
a glove” a defendant cannot get 
a new trial on grounds he was 
talked into pleading guilty by 
his attorney. Ray reportedly 
contends 
Foreman pressured 
him into his guilty plea. 
Battle, who had been picked 
by lot from among five Shelby 
County Criminal Court judges 
to preside over the Ray trial, 
apparently had been dead about 
two hours when he was found 
slumped over his office desk.

Knit Knacks 


D EA R JU D Y LO VE: I ’ve 


been knitting for nearly a 
year now, and from time to 
time I still have trouble knit­ 
ting to the proper gauge. I 
always make a swatch first, 


but I find that I ’m not al­ 
ways consistent throughout 
a g a r m e n t.—Mrs. E. G., 
Bridgeport, Conn. 


D EA R MRS. G: Your pre­ 
dicament is not unusual, and 
there are many assorted rea­ 
sons for it. For instance, 
worry or nervousness will 
cause a person to knit tight­ 
ly, while an especially re­ 
laxed mood has a relaxed 
effect on your stitching. Also, 
I ’ve found that many knit­ 
ters will produce quite a dif­ 
ference in tension between 
knit and purl stitches. If you 
find this is the cause, the 
answer is practice. It really 
does make perfect! — Judy 
Love. 


D EA R J U D Y LO VE: I 
plan to take a number of 
lightweight handknits on my 
vacation trip this Spring. Do 
you have any special hints 
on p a c k i n g?—Miss N.T., 
Owensboro, Ky. 


D EA R MRS. T: You can 
pack knits just as you do 
other garments, using tissue 
to line the folds. You’ll also 
find that most knits—espe­ 
cially shifts and shells—lend 
themselves w’ell to another 
way of packing. 
Crumble 
some t i s s u e into a tube 
shape, as long as your gar­ 
ment is wide. Then, roll the 
garment around the tissue 
just as you would roll a pos­ 
ter around a cardboard tube. 
This will make your knits 
tireless travelers, and you 
won’t have a single wrinkle 
to worry about.—Judy Love.

leach. The poultice should be kept damp, so cover with a 
piece of glass or plastic. Removal of the stain may require 
from one to 48 hours. The area may then require polishing 
with putty powder applied with a damp cloth.—DONNA

The only thing we can come 
up with is the answer to a let­ 
ter we sent to the state fish 
and game department some time 
ago. After a lot of round about 
talk, the department claimed it 
is all due to the word “ change.” 
This can mean anything. 
Area beaches are now free of 
pollution in San Luis Obispo 
County, with the exception of 
the area around Pismo Creek. 
So far there have been no re­ 
ports on surf fishing activities. 
Salmon fishing in the San 
Francisco has been good, as 
evidenced by the lim its display­ 
ed by an attorney friend of ours 
from Los Angeles. He had been 
in the Bay A rei to try a case; 
took an afternoon off and got his 
limit of king salmon just out­ 
side the Golden Gate Bridge. 
We did see in one sports 
fishing magazine reports 
of 
good bottom fishing >n the cen­ 
tral coastal area. But our own 
reports have disputed this and 
if the fishing is bad we like to 
admit it rather than send fish­ 
ermen out on a wild goose chase. 
In regard to the new fresh 
water fishing area, Lopez Lake, 
we did investigate it last week. 
There is an argument going on 
there between anglers and boat­ 
ers. We have refused to take 
a stand in behalf of either 
side. 
The lake looks like one of 
the most beautiful spots in this 
part of the state. It should be 
a perfect fishing area providing 
the level of water rem ains up 
and as far as game fish are 
concerned, (for trout) fishing 
should rem ain good as long as 
the therm al layers are undei 
control. 
So far over 100,000 sub-catch- 
eables have been planted. Plant­ 
ings were made throughout the 
winter and more are schedul­ 
ed, according to all information 
currently available. 
Even if the water proves to 
not be a good trout habitat, it 
could very well be developed 
into an excellent fishery for 
bass and other warm water fish. 
Even striped bass might flour­ 
ish there. 
At one time it was thought 
stripers must have access to 
salt water and breed in brack­ 
ish water. But since that theory 
was once expounded, it has 
been found to not be true as 
inland lakes such as Miller- 
ton in the Fresno area have 
become 
excellent 
areas for 
strip ers. 
Trout fishing in northern Cal­ 
ifornia will open shortly. Three 
lakes which opened for trout 
fishing Saturday were Almanor, 
Donner and Jenkinson lakes in 
northern California. However, 
we would not advise a trip to 
any of the three unless they 
plan to put up with the rigors

SARASOTA, Fla. (U PI)-For 
a gentleman who always speaks 
quietly, manager Al Lopez of 
the Chicago White Sox can say 
some pretty electrifying things. 
Like, “ I think we could go all 
the way.” 
There arealotoflou<i-mouths 
you know who shout all the time 
and 
never 
say 
anything as 
brash as that. The Chicago 
Whie 
Sox 
not only finished 
eighth in the American League 
last year, but they’re coming 
back with virtually the same 
team. 
But Lopez makes his state­ 
ment calmly and then gives you 
the reason — pitching. 
“ Last year we had a lot of 
injury trouble in our pitching,” 
Lopez points out. “ Gary Peters, 
Joe Horlen, and Tommy John, 
in particular, were hurt and 
that dropped us way down. 
“ But all three have been 
throwing well in spring training 
and 
appear 
to 
be 
in good 
physical condition again,” said 
Lopez. “ If the pitching stays 
sound, I think we could go all 
the way,” 


Lopez is not a man you take 
lightly when he tells you he 
thinks 
he 
has 
pennant-type 
pitching. Senor Al has a long 
record as an excellent judge 
and handler of pitchers and his 
record is proven by two pennant 
victories, 
in 
1954 
with the 
Cleveland Indians and in 1959 
with 
the 
White Sox, both 
pennants, achieved in the long 
days 
of 
Yankee domination, 
were marked by Lopez' adriot 
mastery of pitching. 


Southpaw P eters is perhaps 
the key man. After successive 
seasons of 19, 20, 12, and 16 
victories, P eters dropped to a 
4-13 record in 1968 when he was 
plagued by injuries. If Peters, 
at 31, can return to his previous 
form, the Sox should be 10 
games better for that alone. 


Horlen, a 31-year-old Texan, 
had a fine 2.37 earned run 
average last year but dropped 
from 19 wins to 12. John, 25, 
had a 1.98 era and, with a 10-5 
record, was on his way to a 
splendid year in '68 when an 
injury in August put him out for 
the rest of the season. 
Lopez’ fourth starter could be 


28-year-old Sammy Ellis, who 
was acquired from California 
where he had a 9-10 record. 
Ellis was a 22-game winner in 
1965 with Cincinnati. 
Knuckleballer Wilbur Wood is 
the ace of a good bullpen. In 
1968 he was brilliant with 13 
wins, 13 saves, and a 1.87 era. 
So Lopez may have, as he

Connie Mack used to insist that 
pitching was 90 per cent of the 
games.

“ I couldn’t have taken it the 
way Jackie done,” he said. “ No 
siree. The first time some­ 
one called me a black s.o.b., 
I would quite naturally have 
been a little peeved. There 
woulda been a fuss, sure. 
“ They wanted some youth, 
someone who wouldn’t go feiv 
din’. Jackie had a top educa­ 
tion, too. Me, I didn’t have 
•nothing’ then but the ninth-gTade 
and mother wit and 20 years 
of 
thrownin’ a baseball all 
over the 
world every day 
for every one of them years,” 
So Satchel Paige was not the 
first black man to play in the 
major leagues. 
Jackie Robin­ 
son, in his 20s in 1947, was. 
“ Now you look at Jackie,” 
said Paige, dangling his long, 
wide, flat baseball shoe, “ and 
his hair’s white and you’d think 
he was mv great grandfather. 
And I’m 63.” 


I ate last season the Atlanta 
Braves signed Paige, who start­ 
ed his professional baseball ca­ 
reer in 1926 with the Chatta- 
nooga Black Lookouts, to aootv- 
tract as a pitcher. He did not 
see game action. The Braves’ 
move was mainly a good-will 
gesture. Paige had needed 158 
days to complete five major 
leagues years, thus qualifying 
for the baseball pension. 
The baseball strike hassle 
this winter resulted in, among 
other things, lowering bn' pen­ 
sion qualifying minimum • ^ lour 
years. But the Braves have 
kept Paige as a coach. 
In 1962 Paige wrote a book en­ 
titled “ Maybe I’ll Pitch Forev­ 
er.” It did not seem out of 
the realm of possibility then. 
“ Forever is a pretty good 
while,” said Paige. “ And I’m 
like a fire horse in olden days. 
I hear the bell and I run under 
the harness. I can still get any­ 
one out for three or four innings. 
My onliest problem is they 
bunt on me, and my wind’s short. 
If I’d pitch, 1 might bring back 
the old lost art of bunting, all 
by myself.

For 
all his attributes, Lew Alcin­ 
dor was not the epitome of 
speed and precision. 
(“ With Lewis gone next year,” 
Wooden sayd, “ this team will be 
faster. We’ll be fast-breaking 
again like the UCLA teams of 
the past, and hopefully, we’ll 
be able to use our pressure 
defenses 
to 
greater 
ad­ 
vantage.” ) 
Lewis. John Wooden always 
called him Lewis. There is an 
aloofness in both men that made 
their relationship distant. Al­ 
cindor avoided bringing his pro­ 
blems to Wooden, and Wooden 
avoided dispersing parental ad­ 
vice 
on 
Alcindor. 
Although 
never severly strained, their 
association was an impersonal 
one, at best. 
(“ If Lewis asks me for ad­ 
vice, I will gladly give it to 
him. But I have never tried to 
influence his thinking. He is an 
individual, a well-read individ­ 
ual with a fine knowledge of 
many subjects, and entitled to 


his own opinions.” ) 
The independance of Alcindor, 
however, rubbed off on the other 
Negro players and, although it 
was somewhat less than milit­ 
ancy, their actions irritated 
Wooden at times. During the 
NCAA Tournament. 
Wooden 
went to great pains to shield 
his players from the public, 
but on the night before the 
title game against Purdue, Al­ 
cindor and two Negro team­ 
mates showed up at an APA 
game in Louisville on their 
own, and were mobbed by fans. 
The visit was not in Wooden’s 
pre-game dossier. 
(“ Every coach has a certain 
amount of problems with every 
team he handles. But the last 
few years I’ve had to handle cer­ 
tain individuals differently than 
i’ve done in the past.Sometimes 
you have to make concessions 
when unusual situations exist.” ) 
The 
concessions 
Wooden 
made, however, wore never at 
the expense of dignity. He says 
he is very big on that. After he 
pulled 
Alcindor and 
Sidney 
Wicks in the closing minutes of 
the NCAA title game, they sat 
on the bench and raised both 
arms into the air, index fingers 
proclaiming UCLA No. 1 again. 
Wooden went over and quietly 
told them to stop. 
(“ 1 am looking out for the best 
interests of UCLA basketball. 
Certain incidents occur and they 
are 
immediately 
misinter­ 
preted. It is no particular in­ 
dividual’s fault, but it is a 
result of all the pressure that 
has been upon us the last three 
years.” ) 
As the airplane started its 
descent, John Wooden fastened 
his seatbelt and looked out at 
the Los Angeles skyline. He 
removed his glasses and rubbed 
his eyes. “ Yessir,” he said 
softly, “ it M il be a pleasure 
next year, coaching to win again 
instead of coaching not to lose.”

Louisville had just lot to Bos­ 
ton College in the National liw 
vitational Tournament quarter 
finals. The seniors took their 
time dressing. For most of 
them, there wouldn’t lie another 
time. 
“ I’d like to go somewhere 
and sleep for four weeks,” said 
Beard, lolling naked on a bench. 
“ All of a sudden I’m so tir­ 
ed.” 
Most likely, Beard will live 
to play another day — with the 
pros next winter. For others 
the time had come to hang it 
up. 
“ I’ve been playing basketball 
all my life, since 1 could lift 
one,” 
senior 
guard Dennis 
Deeken was quoted as saying 
later. “ I’m better right now 
than I’ve ever been.

COLLEGE Alaska (UPI>-It 
naturally attracted some hu­ 
morous 
and trick headlines 
recently when announcement 
was made of an 
“ icebox for 
Eskimos.” 
But the refrigeration develop­ 
ment 
by 
engineers 
of the 
University of Alaska’s Arctic 
Environmental Engineering La­ 
boratory was no joke to the 400 
Eskimo residents of Savoonga 
on St. Lawrence Island in the 
Bering Sea. 
The 
walrus is the prime 
staple of the community. The 
villagers take around 300 of the 
big sea mammals each spring 
when the herds move north, 
following the retreating pack 
ice. 
But spring and summer bring 
the island 21 hours of daylight 
each day — and warm weather 
which quickly spoils unrefriger­ 
ated meat. 
As a 
result, 
the village 
economy 
loses as much as 
$75,000 a year because walrus 
meat 
spoils and 
cannot be 
marketed at the going price of 
39 cents a pound. 
That’s a considerable loss for 
Alaska 
natives, 
whose per 
capita annual income averages 
less than $800 a year. 
So engineers at the university 
began studying ways of cutting 
down on meat spoilage. 
“ Refrigerating the Eskimos’ 
walrus with conventional equip 
ment 
would cause problems 
rather than solve them,” Phil 
Johnson, a university engineer, 
said. 
“ If we installed a mechanical 
refrigeration system inSavoon- 
ga, it would be too costly and 
too complicated for the Eskimos 
to maintain because it would 
require a generator, fuel, and 
skilled mechanics to keep it 
operating,” he said. 
So Johnson and his team of 
research engineers devised a 
combination of nonmechanical 
heat pumps and a frozen salt­ 
water brine solution to refriger­ 
ate a partially buried building 
with store room for 100 tons of 
walrus meat. 
They plan to spend the next 
eight months constructing and 
refining a working prototype 
freezer 
on 
the 
university 
campus to evaluate its perfor­ 
mance before actually building 
one at Savoonga. 
Plans currently call for the 
Savoonga unit to be imbedded 
in the permafrost -permanent­ 
ly frozen ground that lies just 
beneath the surface of most of 
Alaska -in order to insulate it 
from the summer sun. 
The heart of the unit will be a 
“ heat sink” -a frozen salt­ 
water pool flooding the lower 
portion of the structure to a 
depth of four feet. 
The walrus meat—and any 
other perishables the villagers 
may 
have on 
hand-^will be 
stored on platforms above the 
brine-filled basement.

varying the concentration of

County employe salary 
survey due in April 


The County Personnel 
De­ 
partment’s 
latest salary sur­ 
vey affecting more than 2,000 
county employees is underway, 
it was announced today.

qualities. But one must see it to 
judge fully what Newley has 
wrought. 
Most critics have blasted his 
picture, but the actor-director 
is astounded at the hostility the 
professional 
reviewers 
have 
demonstrated 
in 
appraising 
Newley as well as the film. 
The question is where does 
“ a rt” begin and “ peep show” 
leave off? 
“ Heironymus Merkin” is a 
mind-expanding thought-provok­ 
ing 
projection 
of 
a 
theme 
attempted a thousand tim es in 
more conventional movies and 


for centuries in literature. 
Newley’s approach is simply 
a 
fresh 
presentation 
with 
bizarre innovations to the story 
of the profligate wastrel who, at 
age 40, reviews his life—on film 
—with his children and mother 
looking on, only to discover that 
all of life is essentially futile. 
The names of the characters, 
the double entendre title, the 
nudity and sex in the picture all 
contribute to the futility and 
folly 
of mankind. They are 
necessary 
adjuncts 
to 
the 
overall play. 
There is a perverse morality 
in 
the 
movie. 
Moral: 
The 
swinging life doesn.’t pay off. 
“ The film definitely isn’t for 
children,” Newley 
said. “ It 
wasn’t meant to be. It’s the 
story of a bad man who is a 
great egomaniac. 
“ The movie deals in symbo­ 
lism -life, birth, death and love 
—the very things I cling to 
myself. The nudity and love 
scenes, frankly, are erotica, 
which is altogether different 
from sexy. 
“ I see nothing prurient in the 
film. 
I adore

worship 
women and enjoy showing them 
on the screen unabashedly. 
“ There 
is 
a 
place 
for 
sophisticated 
erotica 
on the 
screen. And there will be more 
of it coming along because it is 
a part of life and the younger 
generation will insist on it.”

Welfare changes 


Today the county welfare department 
begins a new system for processing wel­ 
fare applications, to take the paper work 
load from the shoulders of social work­ 
ers and hopefully enable the social work­ 
er to spend more time in actual social 
service. 
Eligibility 
work­ 
ers will process wel­ 
fare 
applications, 
grant 
changes, re­ 
newals, andMedi-Cal 
certifications. Social 
workers will no long­ 
er be saddled with the 
tedious job of paper 
work that is a nec­ 
essary first step for 
any 
application for 
assistance. 
The social worker will be responsible 
tor casework services directed toward 
helping families with problems of finding 
employment, arranging for appropriate 
training, counseling on problems with 
children, referrals for family planning 
services and assistance on proper bud­ 
geting to meet the needs of the family, 
according to a news release issued last 
week. 
Once a welfare applicant gets past 
the paper work aspects he can then con­ 
centrate on pulling himself up by his 
bootstraps. 
This reporter would hope that the paper 
work official has the same broad back- 
ground for dealing with a sometimes 
confused applicant as the social worker 
has. A social worker usually has a do- 
gree in such things and has been train­ 
ed to deal sympathetically, but firmly 
with the varying needs of persons in 
need. 
Let’s 
hope the paper work official 
doesn’t become a kind of commissar 
who is more involved in a dispassion­ 
ate effort, than he is in rendering the 
specialized assistance of welfare. Time 
will tell. 
The changes in the welfare deparU 
ment came about as a result of changes 
in federal and state regulations govern­ 
ing the various welfare program s. The 
new system, according to county officials 
has been used successfully in the Old 
Age Security program for a year and is 
now being applied to the service of 
needy families.

He has an excellent re o 
ord, and he would make a wonderful doo 
tor as in every job he undertakes, it is 
a job to help others. For instance, he has 
worked in a juvenile hall, a convales­ 
cent home, and now works as an or­ 
derly at Santa Barbara County Hospital.

New twist on old tale

name of Amerigo to the new world as 
America that’s what is called getting 
mighty famous. But thereby hangs a 
tale. 
Overblown 
reputa­ 
tions, 
supercharged 
today by image mak­ 
ers 
who 
feed 
us 
their 
self - elevating 
Madison 
Avenue 
stuff, 
always 
have 
had 
a 
way of lodg­ 
ing 
themselves 
in 
the public mind. And 
many 
other 
things 
exist 
merely 
be­ 
cause 
they are talk­ 
ed about. This man Amerigo’s 
right 
to christen America is one of them. 
The common idea that he somehow 
beat Columbus to the discovery has a 
second twist, because when Columbus 
himself first beheld the mainland of 
South America — the only mainland he 
saw — it seemed to him an insignifi­ 
cant island. In fact, he called it Isla 
Santa. It was not until Columbus later 
realized the volume of water the Orino­ 
co River poured into the sea that he 
began to perceive the truly continental 
character of his last discovery. 
Vespucci, 
in 
turn, probably never 
even got there, and certainly, himself, 
discovered nothing. 
There is no question but that Amerigo 
Vespucci was of absolutely no conse­ 
quence in his day, would hardly liave 
known a sextant from a snowbank and 
clearly performed throughout his life 
like an overpoured banana flambeau 
sending up dramatic 
but meaningless 
pillars of fire. He had positive genius, 
however, for ventilating his self-declar­ 
ed contributions — and that is how he 
gained immortality. 
Vespucci was a Florentine, born there 
March 9, 1451 — the very picture of a 
Stendhal 
hero, with flashing eyes, lum­ 
inous hair and an authoritative voice that 
rang with 
magical nonsense. He 
was 
also, unfortunately, 
a good deal of a 
crook. 
Vespucci’s 
father, Nastagio, was a 
notary. His uncle, to whom he owed his 
education, was a Dominican friar. He 
started as a Medici countinghouse clerk, 
assigned to San Marino, the small 24- 
square-mile republic in east Italy that 
remains to this day the oldest indepen­ 
dent country in Europe. 
The pills you see on the Medici coat- 
of-arms are happiness pills: tranquiliz­ 
ers. 
These 
were a must among the 
wily condottiere in Renaissance Italy. 
But like Machiavelli, another publicity 
hound of the first water, Amerigo never 
held a big job and was hopelessly outre 
among his peers in San Marino. 
A letter to the Florence home office 
dated December 30, 1492, 
shows that 
by then Vespucci was in Seville, Spain, 
and until January 14, 1496, 
he seems 
to have lived there and in Cadiz. 
In 1493 
Florentine merchant Gian- 
netto 
Berardi, 
established 
in Se­ 
ville, had fitted out Columbus’s 
sec­ 
ond expedition to the New World. King 
Gerdinand cancelled Columbus’s “pri­ 
vate 
exploring” 
monopoly 
in 
1497 
and had given Berardi a contract for 12 
ships for self - profit expeditions on his 
own. Berardi died and Vespucci wangled 
a commission to complete them. 
Totally unsupported by any contem­ 
porary accounts, 
Vespucci claims to 
have accompanied a resulting expedition 
from Cadiz on May 10, 1497. This is the 
key date. 
According to Vespucci’s own 
state­ 
ments, again unsupported, he “ sailed 
2,050 leagues” and visited faraway “ the 
finest harbor in the world.” But some­ 
how by his own balled-up 
latitude and 
longitude descriptions this would have 
put him in British Columbia around the 
sub-Arctic, which is ridiculous, and cer­ 
tainly not South America. 
Again following Vespucci’s own state­ 
ments, he left Cadiz again in May, 1499, 
in a three-ship fleet under skipper Alon­ 
so de Ojeda, 
crossed the Atlantic in 
44 days, made another voyage from Lis­ 
bon in 1501, and a last one from there 
on May 10, 1503. 
But he gives in his 
writings of these alleged voyages mul­ 
tiple accounts that differ in dates, dis­ 
tances, destinations, 
longitudes, 
lati­ 
tudes, and details and, 
actually, 
in 
toto. 


if Vespucci’s 
own 
claim about his 
1497 
trip were trustworthy, he would 
have reached the mainland of America 
eight days before John Cabot, namely on 
June 16 against June 24, 1497. 
He subsequently 
boasted 
of 
this 
voyage in a publication entitled “ Mun- 
dus Novus” (“ The New World” ), which 
appeared 
in 1504 
in Augsburg, Ger­ 
many, and was widely reprinted. 
Professor of cosmography 
Martin 
Waldseemuller at Saint-Die University 


encountered a French translation pub­ 
lished in Lorraine in 1505, and through 
Waldseemuller we have perhaps the first 
suggestion in a printed book that the new­ 
ly discovered world should be called 
“ America, because Amerigo discovered 
it.”

Courthouse report by Dick Praul 
County inflation 


Inflation has come on with a rush in 
county government — as department 
heads have presented budget requests 
for 1969-70 totaling in excess of $23- 
million — but already County Adminis- 
strative Officer Raymond D. Johnson has 
begun to try to counter the trend with 
some economy measures of his own. 
His first swing with the economy 
axe meanwhile, today had the support of 
the County Taxpayers’ Assn. It involves 
a plan to divert possibly $400,000 in 
county highway funds to help soften the 
county property tax rate now pegged at 
$2.32 per $100 of assessed valuation. 
Daniel J. Montoro, executive secre­ 
tary of the County Taxpayers’ Assn. 
said today there is every indication his 
directors will support any Johnson rec­ 
ommendation to divert up to one-half of 
the road department’s growing fines and 
forfeitures money to alleviate the tax 
blow for the coming year. 
As approximately $60,000 represents 
one cent in property taxes, a $400,000 
diversion to the general fund could 
mean almost seven cents, said Montoro. 
This could apply if the new assessed 
valuation figure remains approximately 
the same, or only a bit more, than the 
present figure, he showed. 
Since taking over from retired coun­ 
ty administrative officer David Watson 
late last summer, Johnson has steadily 
moved into the position of making more 
and more changes, most of them aimed 
at effecting economies without loss of 
efficiency. 
He is taking up where Watson left off 
last year in advocating diversion of high­ 
way funds to the general fund. Watson 


had support from two supervisors last 
year on this plan, but the recommen­ 
dation lost out 3-2. Switch of one vote 
this year could swing it the other way, 
although Road Commissioner LeiandSte­ 
ward has previously said and will con­ 
tinue to say that such diversion is 
harmful to his program of road construc­ 
tion and maintenance. 


A 1968 state law gives supervisors the 
option of diverting up to 50 per cent 
of the fines and forfeitures money of 
the road department for general fund use. 
The County Taxpayers’ Assn., like 
Johnson, is concerned with the proposed 
departmental budgets showing a$5.9 mil­ 
lion boost over last year’s general fund 
expenditures, Montoro said. The taxpay­ 
e rs’ association had supported Watson 
last year on the proposed road money 
diversion. 
“ We are looking at everything we can 
at this time as a way of reducing the 
property tax,” added Montoro. He said 
association directors are concerned at 
the overall picture which indicates no 
meaningful increase in assessed valua­ 
tion, increased pressure for more coun­ 
ty services and expenditures on the basis 
of continuing population gains and need 
for law enforcement, and other factors.” 


Property losses through flood dam­ 
age this year, threatened assessment 
losses through a large - scale agrieul- 
tural preserve program, continued tax 
surcharge, and the liklihood of greater 
county expenses as result of state moves 
to unload social programs on counties 
all portend trouble unless the county can 
economize in other ways.

The Wallace eye 


MONTGOMERY, ALA. (N EA) 
Though George Wallace has assured 
Alabama Gov. Albert Brewer and many 
others that he does not intend to run 
for governor again in 1970, strong expeo 
tation exists that close aides may per­ 
suade him to make the race. 
Experienced 
Ala­ 
bama observers say 
some Wallace politi-

hard — in their anxie- 
ty to get back to the

At least two of his

veteran helpers, Ce-

cil Jackson and Sey­

Trammell, 
have split away, how­ 
ever, suggesting disagreement within the 
Wallace camp on the wisdom of a 1970 
bid. 
Key Wallace aides themselves are not 
talking. They say the former governor’s 
recent surfacing with a new monthly 
newsletter has, for the moment, no 
more specific aim than keeping his 
“ movement” alive. 
Yet hard evidence gives the current 
Wallace endeavor the look and feel of 
campaign preparation more immediate 
than another presidential try in far-off 
1972. 
His “ new sletter” staff, led by long­ 
time top associate, Bill Jones, has just 
moved into new quarters. The first 
mailing, soliciting subscribers at $12 
a year (they can give more if they wish), 
went to one million persons across the 
country. 
Observers guess the letter may pull 


as many as 100,000 subscribers in Ala­ 
bama alone, which would give Wallace 
more than $1 million from which to draw 
campaign funds for a 1970 race. 
Responsible political figures here and 
in Washington insist he also has on hand 
a substantial cash reservoir left over 
from his 1968 presidential campaign. 
Some guesses run high, but they are not 
provable at this point. 
It is plain, nevertheless, that the Wal­ 
lace operation is well-upholstered finan­ 
cially and that he is not toying absent- 
mindedly with the future. 
His Montgomery office subscribes to 
225 newspapers and magazines, including 
119 dailies and weeklies in Alabama 
alone. Wallace is building a file on both 
Brewer and President Nixon. 
The Montgomery headquarters newly 
e. tablished contains one of the most ex­ 
tensive and elaborate files of supporter- 
contributors in current political times. 
These records made possible the big 
newsletter mailing. Persons who fail 
to respond to the latest appeals are 
systematically stricken from the lists. 


If response to the newsletter within 
Alabama reaches sizeable proportions, 
observers expect Wallace’s inner circle 
to use the returns as proof of support 
warranting another governorship race. 
It is considered possible that these 
aides, with or without his open consent, 
might get a bumper-sticker campaign 
going for him this summer to make the 
case still more persuasave. 
The newsletter operation is using P.O. 
Box 1972, hinting at another try tor 
big casino. But there is some feeling 
here that this is camouflage.
